and daring re.-icues came with the to- 
tal of human lives In the section of 
the storm-swept area 

Oi;e of the vlctlma of the storm In 
Terre Runne pari.ih waa M. F. Smith 
of New Iberia, who, with his brother 
A, F, Smith, and a dozen friaada 
made up a fl«4ilng party at Sea Breeze 
The lirother of the drowned man 
reached Houma, Ia., today bringing 
tbo aad news of bU brother's death 
A half doten or more lUhlng 
camps along the gulf in Terre Bonne 
parish were totally wrecked, flfhlng 
outfits being carried by the wind out 
for miles, and the fishermen are 
Meavy mfferers. an all of their world- 
V i.o-.-i — iiii.-i '11 the majority of 
'.K. I.' I'-; ■ ' 'ed by th*^' out- 
Ill- r:.a.-ili>' .:;,lt and shipping of 
ill k'nds In the bayou Inlets were 
totally destroyed and the loss will be 
heavy. 

Storehouses, .'•iigar iiilMs and dwell 
tiRs of every character at ilouina 
ind other villages miffered heavily 
and acarcely a structure was left 
ahol* or untouched by the hun li am- 
Th* damage done by th* storm at 
Grand Island and Cbenlere Caminada 
was very heavy, but at thaa* places 
ther* was no loas of life.
